Thejjdo hold a record of /Ruby's plione culls and a bit about those he called but most 
is run-of-the-raill checking on the insignificant and tliere is a fair amount of checldjig 
on reports and rumors that did not chock out. 

Tliore is no consideration of personal priv(icy and there weix) no redactions in these 
copies. 

There are a^umber of baseles.o reports of an Oswald-dluby association. The ono tliat 
earlier had considerable attention from the conspiracy theorists is that they had been 
seen together at the 13 ic B restaurant, attributed to a waitress. The attached I/28/64 
investigative report quotes the ov/nor as describing that waitress 4.3 "a chronic liar." 

One tliat I tiiink should have resulted in a further investigation, 2/10/64 by Uo 
detectives says tliat on 11/23/63 Ruby spoke to Officer Ch^mey at the scone of the crime. 

I did not see any report from of intervi^with Chaney in these folders. Maidon Baker 
testified that Chaney had lonmed something of value at the TSBD on 1 1/23/63, as rfj^rted 
in Wliito\/ash, but I am not aware of that having over been carriocl fon/ard by the local 
or federal authorities.
